Our 
Warsaw correspondent tells us that “Dr. THon’'s speech and 
the comments of The Jewish Chronicle have been the subject 
of considerable talk in political circles, and the attention 
of authoritative quarters has been widely drawn to the necessity 
for assisting the Jews.” We profoundly hope that they will 
respond in a manner worthy of the great position the Polish 
State rightly occupies in the world. The Minister of the 
Interior has assured both the Sejm and the Senate that 
equal treatment will be extended to all, and he added that 
he meant what he said and would stick to his words.’

'M. JACQUES E. MARCOVICH (Cairo)

The Jewish Community of Egypt mourns the sudden and 
tragic death of M. Jacques Marcovich, Managing Director of two of 
ihe most important newspapers in the country 
the EGYPTIAN Main and LA Bourse EGYPTIENNE, 
of Cairo-and President of “La _ Societe 
Orientale de Publicite,’” who passed away on 
Saturday afternoon, the 9thinst. Born in 1888, 
he took a great interest in Jewish life as a 
whole, and at the age of twenty he fought for 
the release of two Russian Jews who had fled 
from Tsarist Russia, and who were threatened 
with expulsion from Cairo. After the Kishineff 
pogrom, he was one of the principal organisers 
of relief work for the survivors. During the 
War he edited the Revue Sioniste,’ under the 
direction of M. L. Castro. In 1921. M. Marcovich M. 
collaborated with the Committee of the Heren 
Hageulah which collected £12,000 for assisting the return of Jews

to their Homeland. Since then he became the heart and soul of 
the Jewish cause. In 1983, he converted the whole Egyptian press 
into a real battlefield against Hitlerism. The deceased was 


decorated by the Italian Government as Knight of the Crown of 
Italy; Greece conferred on him the Order of the Sayiour, while 
Fravce nominated him Officier de 'Instruction Publique.

That meant that 
they violated the Sabbath, and ceased to attend Synagogue on that 
day. Once that happened, they gradually fell away from contact 
with the Synagogue. Here, to be sure, was a great call for following 
non-members to their homes. Indeed, the Dayan warned hig 
audience that unless the Synagogue system were re-organised in 
some such way as he had suggested, the Community would wither 
away irrevocably. In his own Synagogue, he had already found 
that after members died, their children were not found attending 
the services. 
HE Dayan advocated the formation of a Council of Layman 
and Clerics who could take the whole situation in the 
religious sphere under review. He gave it the name of Research 
Committee—a thinking body, I should prefer to call it. The 
Committee would survey our needs and open out new 
ways of approach, and he adduced as an example the assembly 
of the Anglican Church. I have myself more than once 
pleaded for the creation of such an organisation, though without 
effect. But having, I hope correctly, described the learned Dayan's 
argument, | am going to venture to pick a bone with him. Suppose 
that Mr. Gollop and his Research Committee succeed in their 
mission to the seatless and in multiplying their contacts 
with the Synagogue, will that. take us far towards a solution 
of our religious difficulties? Even if they manage to bring 
the non-members back to the Synagogue, can they keep them 
there ? There is grave doubt about it. As an institution, the 
Synagogue is, in the view of many observers, on the way to 
becoming moribund—a mausoleum rather than living 
centre of faith and work. Its sermons have mostly lost what 
influence they ever had. Its gatherings outside the set services 
aré sometimes all buf ignored—no quorum could be found at the 
last general meeting of the Dayan's own congregation. Its annual 
elections are often farces—a mere feeble mimicry of democratic 
forms. Its Mitzvot are frequently the perquisites of the same 
individuals year in and year out, and, in these instances, the young 
rarely get “a fair look in.’ Ludicrous vested interests are thereby 
created, and, if an old complaint be true, the favours sometimes go 
to the richest rather than the most worthy—the money trail again.

“Increasing Hardship of German Jews’ 


Dr. Goebbels’ continued efforts to secure the support of 
the reputable Iinglish press have not yet brought suecess. 
After banning the DAILY TELEGRAPH for Valentine Williams s 
articles, which emphasised the continuance of Jew-persecution, 
the only success that he has secured recently (apart from. Lord 
Rothermere’s ludicrous article in the DAILY MAIL) was the 
publicity given by news services to the suggestion that a 
peaceful approach to the Jewish question was being formulated 
within the Nazi Party. 

Time has proved this information a canard. The truth can be 
found in the NeW STATESMAN'S review of Hitlerism after two years: 
“On the whole National-Socialism has become more pernicious 
because it has improved its technique. An example of this is the 
increasing hardship to which the German Jews are subjected with. 
out the publicity which formerly did something to protect them. 
The English public is, at most, aware of the Frankfurt incident in 
the organised boycott of Jewish shops, which had been proceeding 
all through December, in many provincial.towns, in preparation for 
the ‘purely German’ festival of Christmas. Though Jews are 
supposed to be allowed commercial, if no cultural functions, one 
finds that a stockbroker has just been forbidden the Bourse, or that 
to sell newspapers has become a cultural activity. The pressure 
has been increasing steadily since Hess's strongly anti-Jewish order 
to the Nazi party issued in Munich on August Sth. But what is done 
now 1s effectively and quietiy done.’ 

In the course of a two-column article on ‘The Jews in the Nazi 
State,’ the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN recounts many of the facts only 
too well-known.to our own readers but insufficiently ventilated. in 
the general press. The following extracts are of particular interest: 
“ Nazi policy towards the Jews may be summed up by saying it is 
an attempt to replace them in the position they occupied in Europe 
before the French Revolution. The progress achieved in this 
direction varies ; it 18 greater in some districts than in others; but 
the ultimate object in view remains the same throughout Germany. 
Medieval conditions are to be re-imposed, with certain modifications. 
There has been no serious suggestion that Jews should wear a 
distinctive dress. Jews still possess the right to vote, but as there 
are no elections this is a privilege of value. 
other directions the restrictions lM post d are even greater than jo 
medieval times. Jewish doctors were known in Germany in the 
sixteenth century, but as the medical schools are closed to students 
of Jewish origin there will be no Jewish doctors iu Germany after 
the passing of the present generation. » Reeently a minor 
Nazi official was declared incapable of holding office for three years 
because he had pleaded for the retention in office of a certain 
Jewish judge. ..-. 


‘A Scapegoat may be Necessary” 


' One bas only to look at a small number of the text-books 
now published for use in schools to see that anti-Semitic teaching 
is by no means confined to certain hours or certain subjects. In 
one book recently published a description is given of a lesson 
where the teacher, pointing to a crucifix on the wall, tells the class 
how the Jews of old were responsible for the death of Jesus and 
that ever since that time they have been like a pestilence in every 
land in which they lived. A magazine for teachers recently published 
an article describing how popular fairy tales could be adapted for 
the use Of anti-Semitic teaching, and other instances could be given 
too numerous to mention. . . Finally, what of the future? As 
compared with two years ago the position of the Jews in Germany 
may be said to have improved in two directions. In the big towns, 
at least, they can go about their business without fear of pbysical 
violence, although they can never be certain that some incautious 
word, thoughtlessly uttered, may not be interpreted as improper 
criticism, involving arrest and possible confinement in a concentra- 
tion camp. Those Jews who are in business in the large cities have 
benefited from the revival which has taken place in internal 
trade. More money is being spent, and a portion of it, despite 
the efforts of semi-oflicial Nazi party organisations, finds it 
Way to the Jewish shops. So far as daily life is. concerned 
custom has, for many Jews, dulled the first: feeling of bitter 
resentment. They have become accustomed to. the publication of 
every kind of calumny and libel. There is no remedy: itis a cross 
that must be borne. They have long since ceased to attend meetings 
where former colleagues might: refuse to sit at the same table with 
a dew. If they go to a restaurant, they take care to choose one 
frequented by their fellows. Ostracism cannot touch them further : 
it has already done its worst. It may be that, excluded from all 
possible influence in politics, literature. and general culture. Jews 
will be permitted to pursue their business occupations provided 
they give no excuse for attracting the attention of the Government. 
Most German Jews of the present time would consider themselves 
happy and fortunate to be ignored. On the other hand, the possi. 
bility can never be lost sight of that a scapegoat may be urgently 
necessary. Ifsuch circumstances arise, the Jews will be called on 
to play the part.”

Continucd from previous page 
French Ministers towards the aliens in France, and his declargtion 
that the present French anti-alien policy was damaging to the 
prestige of France, has decided to urge the Government to regulate 
the entire aliens’ legislation in accordance with French traditions 
and in harmony with the necessary social, cultural and economic 
interchange of emigrants between France and other countries. 

The Council of the Medical Faculty of Nancy University has 
adopted a resolution condemning the agitation at the Universities 
against alien students. 

The French Socialist Party has introduced a Bill into the 
Chamber of Deputies to amend the law prohibiting naturalised 
aliens from occupying State posts for a period of ten years from 
their naturalisation by exempting naturalised aliens, who have 
served in the Army, from the provisions of the law. Over 150 Senators 
have introduced a Bill into the Senate prohibiting naturalised alien 
doctors and dentists from practising in France within five years of 
their naturalisation, with exemptions in the case of naturalised alien 
doctors and dentists who have served in the Army. 

The Union of French Actors has joined in the anti-alien 
ngitation, and the Radical organ, the Rervuprigun, is urging the 
Government to grant the full fares to all alien workers to return to 
their countries of origin. 

A clear distinction between the present anti-alien agitation and 
anti-Semitism was drawn last week by M. Israel Yeffroikin, of the 
Jewish Agency, at a meeting in Paris arranged by the Federation of 
Jewish Societies. His subject was “Is there anti-Semitism in 
France?" The-.present differences had an economic basis, M. 
Yeffroikin declared, but not an ideological basis as in Germany. There 
was no big party in France at present which included anti-Semitism 
in its programme, He appealed to immigrant Jews to draw nearer 
to French Jews in outlook. :

There is a suggestion, on the other hand, that the 
loss caused to the national economy by rich capital exports might 
be neutralised by possible exports of Lithuanian goods to Palestine; 
while it has been pointed out that remittances from Jewish 
immigrants in Palestine to their relatives in Lithuania might prove 
& valuable item in assuring Lithuania's financial stability. 

Agriculture is another possible outlet for Jews who are losing 
their livelihood in the towns. However, Lithuanian Opinion is not 
favourable to such a development and fears of large-scale land 
purehases by Jews have been expressed. A law has been issued 
whereby purchase of land is aliowed only to persons hitherto 
engaged in agricultural work, or to their children. or to persons 
with special agricultural training. Few Jews will be able to satisfy 
these conditions. 

Thus there is au obvious conflict between Jewish interests and 
some features of the legislation and a lack of harmonious adjust. 
ment between Jews and non-Jews. Nevertheless, one cannot speak of 
full-blooded anti-Semitism in Lithuania. For centuries Lithuanian. 
Jewish relations have been on the whole satisfactory, despite 
occasional friction. The Lithuanian educated class is still animated 
with liberal ideas and has not forgotten the muttial collaboration of 
pre-War days. German influence has led to arise of anti-Jewish 
feeling, but this is counteracted by anti-German tendencies provoked 
by German threats to Lithuanian independence. The President of 
the Lithuanian Kepublic, on one occasion, publicly condemned 
German racial theories. Such sentiments are widespread and seem 
to denote a state of mind that is not unresponsive to Jewish needs 
and problems. But this rather favourable attitude will hardly be 
able to develop so long asthe economic depression continues to 
exist and exacerbate the strain of opposing interests.

The Polish Appeal Agreement 
CONFERENCE OF FOUR ORGANISATIONS 

The Agreement concerning a united appeal for Polish Jewry was con- 
firmed at a meeting of the Council of the Federation of Jewish Relief 
Organisations, which was held on Wednesday evening at 33, Soho 
Square, W.1. 

Dr. J. MACHOWER, who presided, said that they were happy to say 
that they had had the co-operation of the Board of Deputies in the matter 
of the Polish Appeal. They had discussed thé qnestion of how the sums 
collected should be divided. There was to be an Allocation Committee 
on which all-the organisations concerned would be represented. Full 
agreement between those four Organisations had been reached. As to the 
question of date, with regard to which they had had somie difficulty, Dr. 
Machower said that March 29th had been fixed as the date on which they 
were entitled to open their appeal. 

The CHAIRMAN, referring to the Passover Appeal, said that they had 
accepted the suggestion that the sum of £2,500 (£1,500 for Russia, and 
£1,000 for Poland), specifically for Matzot, should be set aside from the 
first sums of the Appeal which would be collected. The Conference of 
the four organisations, said the Chairman, had been constituted a 
permanent organisation for the duration of the Polish Appeal. 

Dr. BEHR said their thanks were due to the President of the Board of

Mrs. JAMES DE ROTHSCHILD, President of the Association, presided, 
and in presenting the thirteenth Annual Report, said that they felt that 
this, the occasion of their Barmitzvah, should be marked by the Com.

Knowledge and scientific method have advanced 
far since the tenth century; to-day many thinkers would easily be 
able to pick holes in Saadiah’s masterpiece. But that does not 
imply that the work lacks interest. It is of no small significance 
that by reading it, we are enabled to visualise how a great Jew in 
the tenth century thought of Judaism: to visualise also what the 
rank and file of Jewry were taught. Historically “KEmunot ve 
Deot” is a document of great worth, even though scientifically it 
leaves much to be desired to-day. 

The same wave of intellectual endeavour. a 


sort of Jewish 
renaissance, also swept over the Jews of Germany. There, in the 


great cities along the Rhine, Jews had been settled since Roman 
times. In the tenth century, the Emperors sought to weaken the 
power of the nobles by granting extensive rights to the higher clergy. 
As fate would have it, the Jews as well as all other traders were 
placed under the protection. of the Bishops, not under that of the 
dukes. In Worms, in Cologne, in Magdeburg, in Mayence, the 
Bishop was the Jews’ overlord, and as long as they paid him 
his feudal dues, they were treated tolerably well. It should be 
remembered that the taxation of the Jews enriched the rova! 
treasury and that the Bishops were but royal officials safeguarding 
their royal master’s interests. It was advantageous. therefore. to 
treat the Jews well. 

The tenth century thus brought tolerable conditions to the 
Jews of Germany also. There was a breathing space, therefore, to 
organise communal life and make provision for Jewish learning 
Mayence became famous in those days, and a great teacher

Mayence was Rabbi Gershom ben Yehuda (960-1030), called by his 


contemporaries The Light of the Diaspora.” He is renowned in 
Jewish history for having heen among the first to provide authorita- 
tive texts of the Talmud, for having definitely made polygamy, 
among Jews illegal, and for having established the principle that 
no man could give his wife a Bill of Divorcement without he: 
consent. 

Spain, Babylon, Germany—these countries in the tenth centurs 
included the bulk of Jewry. There were also Jews in other lands 
in France, in Italy, in the Eastern Empire. There it is the old stor, 
of oppression and prejudice and unpopularity. It would have‘been 
a miracle if the lot of the Jew had been, tolerable everywhere. 
Such was never the case, not even in our own days; how much less 
in the tenth century! Yet on the whole the tenth was among the 
brightest in the history of the Diaspora. It had so much which 
illumined the chronicle.

Appeal for Bialik Fund 


A call has been issued from Jerusalem to the Jews of the world by 
the Bialik Fand which has been established by the Hebrew World Union 
as a Hebrew Cultural Fund, to promote the Hebrew movement in the 
Diaspora countries and to develop the growth of Hebrew culture in 
Palestine. 

Dr. Ch. Weizmann has accepted office as the head of the Fund, and 
its administration includes Mr: Mayer Dizengoff, tha Mayor of Tel-Aviv, 
Professor Klausner, of Jerusalem, Chief Rabbi Dr. Ehrenpreis, of Stock- 
holm, Chief Rabbi Professor Schorr of Warsaw, Mr. Israel Naiditch, of 
Paris, Mr. A. Goldberg, of New York, Chief Rabbi Dr. J, L, Landau of 
Johannesburg, Chief Rabbi Deputy Dr. Thon, of Cracow, Chief Rabbi 
Uziel, of Tel-Aviv Professor Nahum Slousch, Dr. Schmarya Levin, Mr. 5. 
Kaplansky, and Mr. J, Heftman., 

At the first Board meeting of the Bialik Institute, which was 
established by the Agency, it was proposed to establish annual prizes in 
Hebrew literature, science and art. 


Inquest on Lady Waley Cohen

An inquest was held on Wednesday into the circumstances of 
the death of Lady Waley Cohen in a recent motor-car accident. The 
Coroner returned a verdict of “ Death from Natural Causes” in 
view of the medical evidence which disclosed that Lady Waley 
Cohen succumbed to pneumonia not directly caused by the accident, 
but probably accentuated by it. In the circumstances the Coroner 
decided that no further inquiries were necessary. 


Hedera Infiat Lands 

The Pica (Palestine Colonisation Association! and the colonists of 
Hedera have appealed to the High Court against the judgment of the 
District Court in favour of the Arab claim to the Hedera Infiat lands. 
which have been in dispute for years between the Jewish colonists of 
Hedera and the Arab squatters. 

The case was postponed indefinitely after the hearing of the Arab 
witnesses. 


Tel-Aviv Wants More Police 
The Tel-Aviv Municipality has issued an appeal to Jewish youths 
urging them to enter the police force. A resolution was adopted calling 
on the Government to increase the number of Jewish policemen in the 
city to 200, and to raise salaries in order to make it possible for Jews to 
enter the service.

Jarring masses and pseudo-modern designs must be unhesitatingly 
rejected. Extremely interes ing knobbly weaves of every kind occur, 
and the effect of these when made up is most decorative. Greens, soft 
pinks and pastel blues are much in evidence, although occasionally lemon 
yellows and brilliant scarlets strike a stronger note. 

On the whole, the designers deserve full praise for their efforts 
this vear. 


AND DECORATION 

HE DECORATIVE VOGUE which refused to permit the softening 

TT distractions of carvings, fringes, braids and ornaments has suffered 

a setback and the interiors of our rooms are becoming more and more 
in keeping with the Poke Bonnets and Regency curls one hears so much 
about at present. This, however, does not imply that we shall return to 
the Aspidistra Decor of Early Victorianism but the restful and slightly 
ornate lines of the Georgian and Regency periods will prove all the more 
pleasing after the cold angularity we have recently suffered. 

Tapestry wall linings, the joints covered with gimp are very popular 
althoueh, generally, backgrounds are showing least sign of elaboration. 
Simple plain-painted walls have replaced the graduated scumbled treat. 
ments once so popular, and these harmonise beantifully with a Regency 
couch or a bed designed on classical Grecian lines. 

For those who prefer a scheme savouring less of Period there are, of 
course, many desirable ideas combining the purity of line of functional 
decoration with a still later tendency to curves and circles. This is often 
expressed in the design of a hand-tufted carpet or the discreet placing of 
circular mirrors on the walls. 

A propos Uhis last, a constantly occurring problem is solved by the use 
of a suitably designed mirror on that blank wall space over the fireplace. 
Mirrors when used should be frameless, fixed tightly to the wall and with 
bevelled edges. The introduction of bands of tinted mirror, say in blue, 
rose or smoky black, on a white mirror, is particularly effective. 

The selection of colours appears to be more subject to definite 
fashions, as with dress, than formerly, the present craze being to treat 
the ceiling, walls and woodwork of any room in off-white, although it is 
likely that pastel blue will soon fill this role instead. 

For illumination, indirect lighting from upward turned standard lamps 
has made much headway, but although the light so given is least harmful 
to the eyes the cost pro rafd is higher. The difficulty of bedroom illumina- 
tion is pleasantly solved by the use ofa flat rectangular tray fitting, with 
tinted glass panel, fixed only about six inches down from the ceiling and 
llumimated by hidden lamps. 

Generally, we have entered a phase of restrained decoration, from 
which stunts are absent and harmony is the keynote.

B.B.C. Symphony Concert 


SOME CHARACTERISTIC AND GOOD HOLST

fluently constructed. The concert opened with Elgar's “ Introduc- 
tion and Allegro for String Quartet and String Orchestra,” one of 
the composer's happiest works, and played with all that sensitive 
regard for Elgar's whimsicalities which Adrian Boult possesses. 
From England we went to Germany for the two other works, 
Beethoven's fourth concerto and Brahms’ second symphony. There 
is as much distinctive character in Gieseking’s version of the concerto 
as there is in Schnabel's, but the former manages to iinpart a more 
lyrical quality, and on Wednesday evening he gave a subtly 
beautiful performance. Adrian Boult is especially good at Brahms, 
and the symphony was carried through with a well-marked 
regularity and clarity which left nothing to be desired except, 
perhaps, a little more subtlety in the slow movement.

The Bach Cantata Club's fiftieth meeting at St. Margaret's 
Church, Westminster, on Tuesday evening, was chiefly taken up 
with the Magnificat’ and the “ Reformation Cantata.’

INTERVIEW WITH AN INTERESTING MUSICIAN 
A correspondent writes: The first performance of his version of the 
“Beggar's Opera” at the last.of the series of B.B.C. concerts of 
contemporary mausic brought the well-known German-Jewish composer, 
Kurt Weill, to London, and offered an excellent opportunity for discussing 
with this very interesting musician questions pertaining to his own work 
and problems concerniug present-day production of music.

HERE are two streams of thought 
in regard to man discernible in 
Judaism—as indeed in certain other 
religions. The one would abase 
man, regard him as little more than a worm 
in the scheme of things; and the other would 
remind him of his lofty birth as made in the 
image of God, and would stimulate him to 
live up to this high place in Creation’s design. 
One would teach man humility; the other 
would teach him self-respect. Of the two 
{I prefer the latter. and one of my principal 
objections to the teachings of Christianity is 
that it insists overmuch on man as a sinful 
mortal, whereas Judaism looks rather not to 
the “fall of man,” but to his chances of rising 
to the heights of his destiny. I prefer the 

more robust and less morbid outlook. 

A PsaLM or MAN 

In the eighth Psalm we have a reflection of 
both these points of view. but the ultimate 
reflection that emerges is in favour of man’s 
high place in the Creator's scheme of things. 
The Psalmist starts by extolling the Lord of 
the Universe Who has set his glory above 
the heavens. And if there be any who would 
disturb or deny the harmony with which He 
has made His great design, the little babes 
are there to refute them. Out of the mouth 
of babes and sucklings hast thou ordained 


strength because of Thine enemies.” The 
simple faith of the child silences the atheist. 
’ Heaven lies about us in our infancy.” Just 


ns the Psalmist is led to this thought when 
gazing perhaps at a 
arms in a humble shepherd's cot, 
thoughts take a different turn 
goes out into the starlit 
up at the “ majestical roof fretted with 
golden fire.’ As he peers through the 
immensities of space at the other worlds 
whose light comes to him through the clear 
air of a stilly Judwan night, he exclaims: 
“ When I consider Thy heavens, the work of 
Thy fingers, the moon and the stars which 
Thou hast ordained, I am led to ask: What is 
man that Thou art mindful of him, and the 
son of man, that Thou visitest him?” Man 
seen in this vast setting is very small indeed. 
Only a speck! But the Psalmist's 
thought quickly changes again. 
A PLACE 

This speck in the vast expanse of the 
universe has, nevertheless, been given a high 
place. ~ Thou hast made him a little lower 
than the angels, and hast crowned him with 
glory and honour. 
have dominion over the works of Thy hands : 
Thou hast put all things under his feet—all 
sheep and oxen, the beasts of the field, the 
fowl of the air and the fish of the sea, and 
whatsoever goeth through the paths of the 
seas.’ We may compare this to Hamlet's 
rhapsody: “ What a piece of work is a man! 
how noble in reason! how infinite in faculty! 


babe in its mother's

Whereas the Psalmist 
concludes as he began: “O Lord, our Lord, 
how excellent is Thy name in all the earth!”

The moral is that we must strive to realise 
this high place which has been prepared for 
us. It is better to think of ourselves as “a 
little lower than the angels” rather than as 
“« little higher than the beasts.” Man is an 
animal ; true. But let as say, with Browning's 
Rabbi Ben Ezra: “A brute I might have been, 
but would not sink i’ the scale.” Let me 
quote another poet, whose words reflect the 
sentiments of our Psalm: 


tut man He made of angel form erect, 

To hold communion with the heavens above, 
And on his soul impressed His image fair, 
His own similitaude of holiness, 

Of virtue. truth and love: with reason hich 
To balance rightand wrong, and conscienc 
or to reject: with knowledge great, 
Prudence and wisdom, vigilance and strength, 
To guard all force or guile: and last of all, 

The highest gift of God's abundant grace, 

With perfect, free, unbiassed will. Thus man 
Was made upright, immortal made, and crowned 
The king of all.

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Little Man 


By AUNTIE 

HERE are two streams of thought 
in regard to man discernible in 
Judaism—as indeed in certain other 
religions. The one would abase 
man, regard him as little more than a worm 
in the scheme of things ; and the other would 
remind him of his lofty birth as made in the 
image of God, and would stimulate him to 
live up to this high place in Creation's design. 
One would teach man humility; the other 
would teach him self-respect. Of the two 
I prefer the latter, and one of my principal 
objections to the teachings of Christianity is 
that it insists overmuch on man as a sinful 
mortal, whereas Judaism looks rather not to 
the “fall of man,” but to his chances of rising 
to the heights of his destiny. I prefer the 

more robust and less morbid outlook, 

A PSALM OF MAN 

In the eighth Psalm we have a reflection of 
both these points of view, but the ultimate 
reflection that emerges is in favour of man's 
high place in the Creator's scheme of things. 
The Psalmist starts by extolling the Lord of 
the Universe Who has set his glory above 
the heavens. And if there be any who would 
disturb or deny the harmony with which He 
has made His great design, the little babes 
are there to refute them. ‘“ Out of the mouth 
of babes and sucklings hast thou ordained 
strength because of Thine enemies.” The 
simple faith of the child silences the atheist. 
“ Heaven lies about us in our infancy.” Just 
as the Psalmist is led to this thought when 
gazing perhaps at a babe in its mother’s 


. arms in a humble shepherd's cot, so his 


thoughts take a different turn when he 
goes out into the starlit night and looks 
up at the “majestical roof fretted with 
golden fire.” As he peers through the 
-immensities of space at the other worlds 
whose light comes to him through the clear 
air of a stilly Judwan night, he exclaims: 
“When I consider Thy heavens, the work of 
Thy fingers, the moon and the stars which 
Thou hast ordained, I am led to ask: What is 
man that Thou art mindful of him, and the 
son of man, that Thou visitest him?” Man 
seen in this vast setting is very small indeed. 
Only a speck! But the Psalmist’s line of 
thought quickly changes again. 
A HIGH PLACE 
This speck in the vast expanse of the 
universe has, nevertheless, been given a high 
place. “Thou hast made him a little lower 
than the angels, and hast crowned him with 
glory and honour. Thou hast made him to 
have dominion over the works of Thy hands : 
Thou hast put all things under his feet—all 
sheep and oxen, the beasts of the field, the 
fowl of the air and the fish of the sea, and 
whatsoever goeth through the paths of the 
seas.” We may compare this to Hamlet's 
rhapsody: “ What a piece of work is a man! 
how noble in reason! how infinite in faculty!

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in form and moving how express and admir- 
able! in action how like an angel! in appre- 
hension how like a god! the beauty of the 
world! the paragon of animals!" But Hamlet 
spoilt it all by continuing: “And yet, to me, 
what is this quintessence of dust? Man 
delights not me!” Whereas the Psalmist 
concludes as he began: “O Lord, our Lord, 
how excellent is Thy name in all the earth!” 


Lavina Ur To It 

The moral is that we must strive to realise 
this high place which has been prepared for 
us. It is better to think of ourselves as “a 
little lower than the angels” rather than as 
“a little higher than the beasts.” Man is an 
animal; true, But let us say, with Browning's 
Rabbi Ben Ezra: “ A brute I might have been, 
but would not sink i’ the scale.” Let me 
quote another poet, whose words reflect the 
sentiments of our Psalm: 


But man He made of angel form erect, 

To hold communion with the heavens above, 
And on his soul impressed His image fair, 

His own similitade of holiness, 

Of virtue, truth and love: with reason high 

TO balance right and wrong, and conscience quick 
To choose or to reject; with knowledge great, 
Prudence and wisdom, vigilance and strength, 
To guard all force or guile; and last of all, 

The highest gift of God's abundant grace, 

With perfect, free, unbiassed will. Thus man 
Was made upright, immortal made, and crowned 
The king of all.
